The great trouble with powder in 


cannon was soon found to Be thac it ex- 
erted all its foroe top suddenly, so that 
all the strain camo on one end of the 
gun. When gunpowder is se* on ^re> *' 
turns suddenly into gas, and the gas 
needs about 300 times the space that 
the solid powder occupied.' The explo- 
sion of ordinary gunpowder, is so sud- 
den that for a moment that part of the 
gun • around the powder charge has ttf 
hold the big volume of gas squeezed 
down under enormous pressure until the 
shot can make a start to get out of the 
gun and make room for the gas." If, 
therefore, gunpowder could bo made 
which would burn a little Blower, BO 
that it; would not all be burned until 
the shot reached the muzzle, the gas 
would be moro gradually formed and 
the strain be distributed all along the 
gun. Such a powder was first made in 
German-" and was first called cocoa pow- 
dor, 'because;;:&J£senjblgd, nysolor^and 
general appearance acako of chocolate. 
Its method of manufacture was kept se- 
cret, but other countries analyzed the 
grains and soon learned to make it even 
better than Germany. It is made partly 
by changing the proportions of the in- 
gredients, making them about 79 per 
cent saltpeter, 8 per .cent sulphur and 
18 per cent charcoal, but mainly by 
using an underbnrned charcoal, thus 
giving the powder its peculiar color. 
Thus there arose a division of gunpow- 
der into quick and Blow burning pow- 
ders. 
It was not alone necessary to mako a 


powder which would burn more slowly, 
but if possible to make ono burn so that 
moTQ gns would bo forming when the 
shot got near the muzzle than was 
forming when it started from the breech, 
because there is moro room behind the 
shot when it uears tho muzzle, and it 
therefore takes moro gas to keep up the 
same pressure against its base. 


To accomplish this and to make the 


grains He so that there should bo spaces 
evenly distributed among them to al- 
low tho flamo to reach eve*y grain at 
once, causing all of them to begin run- 
ning together, grains were made of reg- 
ular shapes, and each shape was tried 
to see how nearly it gave tho desired 
results. Thus there have been used 
round grains, square grains, sphere- 
hexagonal grains, cylindrical grains 
and prismatic grains. Of course it is 
impossible to make a grain which will 
have more and more surface to bum the 
smaller it gets, so tho best result which 
hns thus far bcou obtained is only nn 
approach to it, and this in obtained 
with a hexagonal prismatic grain about 
1 inch high and 1,W inches in diameter, 
with a hole or several holes through it.

Civil War, which, including tho original 
cost and interest, is over nine billions 
of dollars. 


Nearly every property holder, farmer 


and miner in the country realizes the 
truth of the statement relating to the 
depreciation of property values, enor- 
mous as it may eeem, Real estate has 
depreciated from 30 to 50 per cent in 
agricultural communities, and much 
more in mining sections The market- 
able valuo of farm product") has also 
depreciated 60 per cent, so that the ag- 
gregate loss by the adoption of Hie gold 
standard can baidly be over-estimated

It will be remembered that four 


years ago the two great parties nomin- 
ated as their cadidates for the Presi- 
dency Harrison and Cleveland, and 
that the people of Nevada repudiated 
;he action of those conventions and or- 
ganized the Silver party. The purpose 
was to combine the silver strength of 
the State and carry it to a victorious 
ending. 
That the majority given in 


the State at that election'was unprece- 
dented and two years ago it was fol- 
lowed by a second victory. That it was 
said that the Silver party was s local 
organization. This was readily ad- 
mitted at that time, but it was proposed 
to organize a National Silver party 
whose aim would be to fight for the 
restoration of silver at the historical 
ratio of 16 to 1. That the National 
party had been organized and thai 
there were now throe 'great National 
parties, namely: Democratic, Populisl 
and Silver, that were about to fuse and 
battle for the one end. 


It had been expected by the silver 


advocates that the silver men in the 
two old parties would bolt and flock to 
the Silver party. Our expectations were 
defeated in the Republican Convention 
at St. Louis for it was demonstrated 
that the Republican party would die in 
the last ditch with the gold trust. Tha 
the Democratic Convention was callec 
at Chicago at an earlier date than was 
anticipated and the leaders of the party 
were taken to task for calling the con 
vention prematurely. They were com 
pelled, however, to act promptly, for 
the Democratic party was going to 
pieces and the silver sentiment spread 
ing so rapidly that the gold men of th> 
party saw disaster ahead. 
; 


It was expected that the Chicago 


Convention would follow in the foot 
steps of the Republican Convention a 
St. Louis, but not so. The sliver men 
were solicitous that the Democrati 
should nominate a silver man as thei: 
candidate and we realized the neces 
sity of the convention naming a man 
who would be satifactory to the west 
We advocated the choice of the man 
who had left the Republican party fo 
the cause of silver and that he woulc 
have been the man to lead the Silve: 
movement, and that man was Henry M 
Teller o! Colorado.

that if the Democrats would nominal 
Teller that the Populists and Silve 
men would nominate him also.

The present oy- 
clomrtcrs r.ro very simple in construe- 
tui'i, nnd KS a rnlo perform thoir duty 
without error, but too much must not 
bo expected of what is meiely n me- 
chanical contrivance. A rider can hardly 
espect his cyclometer to measure the 
distance between two points accurately 
if ho wabbles from one side of the road 
to the other. In this way a beginner's 
cyclometer might iccord a mile while 
ho has been pursuing hw sinuous course 
for only half that distance. 


Cyclometers arc made for wheels of a 


given diameter, and if a 26 inch cyclom- 
eter be fitted to u 28 inch wheel the 
figures will not bo accurate enough to 
be valuable. For the same reason if the 
front tire be soft an appreciable error 
in tha measurement will occur, because 
of the lessened diameter of tho bicycle 
wheel. If the tiro sinks in a quarter of 
au inch under the weight of the ride:, 
(he error in n mile ride would amount 
to 14 yards. Thus tho accuracy of a cy- 
clometer measurement varies percepti- 
bly, according to tho hardness of the 
tiie. However, tho average bicycle, rider 
is not an engineer or surveyor, and the 
popularity of tho cyclometer is in no 
wuy endangered because of this slight 
vaiiation from tho truth, n failing to 
which tho cyclometer is often diivcn by

lodgings which open on the courtyard 
rent for a lower price, says a writer in 
Lippmcott's, because the entrance is 
through a porte ooohere, or, at night, 
thrdORh s wicket therein. This is an 
unobjectionable, rather ail aristocratic, 
airangement in a private honse, but 
Blftvv'here the courtyard may contain 
too many stables, workshops or even a 
large number of cows to supply dairy 
shops, which profess to deal in Finnish 
—that is to say, in pnre country—but- 
ter, cream and milk. In this caso also 
the \\iiiter's supply of wood for the 
great honsa is sure to be stacked in piles 
a couple of stories high BO close to the 
less desirable lodgings that the prefect 
of the (own was obliged to issue an or- 
der protecting the poorer inhabitants 
and icgnluting the position of the wood 
piles at ft proper distance from the 
building for light and air. 


Our researches revealed the fact that 


very few' 'furnished'' lodgings provided 
either towels, bed linen, coverlets or 
pillows, or anything, in fact, beyond 
the bare bedsteads and furniture. Of 
course we were nwaro theoretically that 
this is a reminiscence of the days when 
every lauded proprietor traveled accom- 
panied by an entire housekeeping outfit 
and staff of servants when he under- 
took thofe long carriage journeys which 
preceded the days of railways and which 
are still compulsory in some parts of 
the empire. Nevertheless, in practice, 
wo were not prepared to accept this be- 
yond towels, and wo protested that no 
traveler should be obliged to drag such 
bulky objects about with him in these 
dajs of improved transit facilities. The 
logic of this jugument was not very 
strouj? on our side, it is true, but most 
travelers will ngico with us neverthe- 
less. TiieHussian lodging houso people, 
in return, sec-mcd to regard us with 
amazement and pity because we did not 
possess these things and declined to pur- 
chfuo thc-ni. Their idea must have been 
that we were accustomed to sleep in 
our clothes, like their own peasants. 


In some cases they were willing to 


provide tho bed furnishings for a con- 
sideration, but they regarded one towel 
a W ok and one change of linen a month 
as ample
